U. S. ENGINEERS TO HAIL DESIGNER OF 


This article is reprinted with permission from 
the Christian Science Monitor and the author, 
Donald Davis. This is one of the best articles 
on Dr. Porsche that we have ever read. 


Two leading American engineering societies 
will gather in New York this fall to honor the 
memory of a pioneer automobile engineer—an 
Austrian who designed the Volkswagen, the most 
popular foreign car driven in the United States 
this year. 


Dr. Ferdinand Porsche’s life was a continual 
proof that what others deem impossible is but 
the opportunity to find an entirely original solu- 
tion to the problem. No man who said “It can’t 
be done” worked for Dr. Porsche very long. 


Award Slated 


Dr. Porsche’s genius gave him the scope neces- 
sary to design for Auto Union the most powerful 
racing cars the world has ever known and at the 
same time to successfully develop the economy 
car that became known as the Volkswagen. 


It now is over seven years since Dr. Porsche 
passed on. But his son, Ferdinand Porsche, Jr., 
and his co-worker, Dr. Heinrich Nordhoff, will 
be on hand in New York November 13 to receive 
the Elmer A. Sperry Award, established “to en- 
courage progress in the engineering of transpor- 
tation,” at a joint meeting of the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers and the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers. 


Dr. Porsche, the man who was to become uni- 
versally acclaimed for designing advanced auto- 
mobiles for more than half a century, was born 
in a small Austrian village in 1875. Though 
without a technical heritage, his early interest in 
the new field of electricity soon indicated an un- 
usual talent for solving technical problems. 


Studied in Vienna 


As a boy, he went to Vienna and attended 
classes at the Technical College though unable 
to register because he was penniless. Each time 
he was ejected from the classroom, he returned, 
until the faculty tolerated his presence, despite 
his not being registered. 


Without a formal education in engineering and 
devoid of degrees (his degree of Doctor of Engi- 
neering was conferred in later years by a nation 
proud of his accomplishments), he went to work 
for the Lohner Company—not as a beginner but 
as head of their development department. 


This was 1900 and was the beginning of what 
has come to be known as the Porsche period, a 
half century of radical solutions to the auto in- 
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dustry’s most complex problems. 


On the first car he designed, his unique ap- 
proach was evident, for it contained such features 
as electric motors in the hubs of the front wheels 
and water-cooled brakes. 


Detail Underlined 


Yet another pattern was set with this first car. 
Dr. Porsche himself test-drove it and then sub- 
mitted it to the most searching examination of all 
by entering it in a race which it won. He was 
to drive every car he ever designed and was to 
see his ideas proved under the added stress of 
Grand Prix racing. 


The master’s loving care for every detail of 
the car from drawing board to ultimate test is 
stamped in the memory of every man who has 
worked with Herr Porsche. His cars were not 
to be the combination of a hundred men’s half- 
formed ideas, but the realization of one man’s 
constantly expanding understanding of the prin- 
ciple upon which any great design must be based. 


His fidelity to this principle was manifest in 
his constant reception of original ideas. 


In 1905 he went to Austro-Daimler as head de- 
signer and from that time until he opened his 
own consulting firm in Stuttgart-Zuffenhauser in 
1930, he was head designer for such famous firms 
as Daimler Benz (manufacturers of the Mercedes 
Benz cars), Steyr, (where he developed the swing 
rear axle—a concept of road holding which has 
never been surpassed )—and Auto-Union, a com- 
bine of four German manufacturers of which one, 


D. K. W., survived the war. 


Invention Cited 


The golden age of automobile design was en- 
tered in the 1930's and the center of the art was 
the Porsche firm in Zuffenhausen. His first 
project at the firm bearing his name was “Num- 
ber Seven”—-selected so the first customer would 
not feel he was dealing with an inexperienced 
firm. 


The year 1932 saw his most important invention. 
This was the torsion bar suspension system, 
which allowed a 70 per cent reduction in spring 
weight and was ideally suited to use with a 
swing rear axle, making four-wheel independent 
suspension a practical reality—-even on the 
smaller car. 


Now he brought the fruitage of his many years 
of experimental work to a focus in such cars as 
the 260-mile-an-hour Auto Union and the fan- 
tastically sturdy and reliable Volkswagen. 


Only a few of the world’s most luxurious cars 
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had contained even a fraction of the features that 
Herr Porche’s “Project 60” lavished on his dream 
of a car priced for every man who wished to 
drive. 


War Halted Production 


It contained an air-cooled flat-opposed, four- 
cylinder motor mounted in the rear, four-wheel 
independent suspension with a swing rear axle, 
and was streamlined with very low wind resist- 
ance and a completely enclosed underbody. 


Its steering and braking reflected its heritage 
of Auto Union racing cars and its economy of 
operation became a standard unheard of until 
that time. Dr. Porsche showed the plans to the 
German Government in 1934, and by 1936 inten- 
sive tests were under way on the first prototype 
to be built. 


The car was ready for production in 1940. 
The war, of course, stopped all further develop- 
ment of peacetime projects. The end of the war 
found the Porsche firm in Gmund, Austria, and 
Dr. Porsche in a French prison where he had 
been placed after accepting an invitation from 
the French Government to help them rebuild 
their automotive industry. 


Dr. Porsche’s son and daughter, with the aid 
of Karl Rabe, an engineer who had worked for 
Dr. Porsche since 1913, did their best to keep the 


firm alive. 


An Italian firm hired them to design a cham- 
pionship racer and paid part of the fee in ad- 
vance. This money was used to ransom Dr. 
Porsche and, through the aid of two famous 
French racing drivers, Sommer and Faroux, his 
release came in 1947. The Italian firm received 
the now-famous Cisitalia racer. 


First Porsche Designed 


Ferdinand Porsche, Jr., has said, “All earnest 
striving of the mind of man is directed toward 
that which is complete in and of itself, toward 
the realization of the utmost possible within 
definite limits, and these are very strictly drawn in 
the spheres of technical and economic activities.” 


Thus father and son began the “Project 356,” 
the first car to bear the name of Porsche. The 
Porsche they designed was a low, streamlined, 
fast (125-150 mile-an-hour) car which gave 30 
miles to a gallon of gasoline and could take a 
corner faster than any car built up to that time. 


It placed the driver in a comfortable position 
and gave a ride normally associated with a lux- 
ury sedan. It was hand built but priced at half 
of what such a car had been in the past. 





Dr. Ferdinand Porsche, Pioneer Auto Designer 


It embodied every advanced feature Herr Por- 
sche had ever conceived and was as reliable as 
the proven “Volkswagen.” 


To drive a Porsche, with its remarkable fully 
synchronized four - speed transmission, brakes, 
and steering capable of meeting any situation a 
little faster than ever thought possible, is to ex- 
perience a new concept of what safety can really 
be in relation to an automobile. 


The first modern Porsche was shown at the 
Geneva Auto Salon early in 1949 and was the 
hit of the show. Here, embodied in a single 
vehicle, were to be found all the significant fea- 
tures which every automobile manufacturer would 
attempt to emulate within the next 10 years. 


The year 1949 also saw the return of the 
Porsche firm to its Zuffenhausen factory. By 
1950, enough Porsches were on the road to hold 
a gathering of Porsche owners as a celebration 
on the professor’s 75th birthday. By 1957, the 
Porsche car was to win more than 700 racing 
victories in one year. 


Early in 1951, Dr. Porsche passed on. He had 
lived to see a car bear his name on road and 
racecourse, and to see that the sole ownership 
of the firm remained within the family, free from 
the influence of outside capital, with Ferdinand 
Porsche, Jr., who had proved himself to be Dr. 
Porsche’s intellectual heir, ready to complete his 
father’s life work.

WILMOT HILLS ROAD COURSE 
WILMOT, WISCONSIN 


Plans for the Fourth Annual Parade are 
moving along fine. Forms for registration and 
for Nippersink accommodations will be mailed 
with the February Panorama. 


As probably many PCAers will be extending 
the four-day parade into their two-week vacation, 
we have gathered brochures, pamphlets, etc., on 
the Illinois and Wisconsin attractions which you 
will receive with this and following issues of 
Panorama. 


Traveling to Chicago and on into Wisconsin 
will be greatly enhanced, as far as time is con- 
cerned, by many new toll roads which have 
been opened. In fact, for those driving from the 
East Coast, it will be possible to completely by- 
pass Chicago.

This brings you out on the back 
straight at the end of which is a tricky flat 
hair pin which in turn opens on main straight 
past the start-finish line. 


Some of the most highly contested and inter- 
esting racing in the Midwest took place here 
this past season. The Chicago Region of the 


SCCA held three races and a gymkhana as did 
several other local clubs to whom the course 
was leased for a weekend. The Chicago-Mil- 
waukee Region of PCA held a very successful 
driving school on this course in August. 








PCAers attending the coming parade will also 
enjoy the facilities of this course since we will 
hold two of the main events there.

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AN IMPROVED OIL COOLER 
FOR ALL BUT THE “NEWY™ ONES 


In past issues of PANORAMA much space 
has been given to thoughts concerning oil, oil 
pressure, and oil temperature. Whenever two 
or more Porsche Pushers get onto things tech- 
nical, oil temperature and its effect on the en- 
gine’s parts is sure to come up. The September 
English edition of “Christophorus” contained 
a most interesting factory answer to an Ameri- 
can’s letter concerning the high oil temperature 
in a 1953 Porsche. It bears studying, partic- 
ularly for those with Porsches having fiber cam 
gears, as high oil temperature over prolonged 
periods seem to be one of the main causes of 


break down of the fiber gear. 


Except in winter, we are all interested in 
keeping the oil temperature well below the maxi- 
mum permissible limits. As oil temperature 
rises, oil pressure reduces. We cannot regulate 
the atmospheric temperature, but we can take 
steps to assure maximum efficiency of our oil 
cooling system. 


The two piece Porsche engines (through 1954) 
were built around a VW two piece crankcase 
which was machined by Porsche. The stud holes 
and cylinder holes are different, but it is basic- 
ally a VW case. These engines were equipped 
with the standard soft soldered VW oil cooler 
then in use. Under high oil temperature and 
vibration, many of these oil coolers eventually 
sprung leaks, causing inconvenience and pos- 
sible disasterous results. With the advent of 
the three piece Porsche crankcase, the oil pas- 
sages were made larger so the VW cooler no 
longer was used. A similar type cooler was used 
and eventually this became hard soldered to 
better withstand high temperature and vibra- 
tion. This author cannot be positive as to just 
when, but probably with the early 1958 models, 
a new type oil cooler made by Behr became 
standard equipment with Porsche. Along with 
this new cooler, changes were made in the ther- 
mostatic control of the oil within the engine. 
These changes, of course, cannot be applied to 
the older engines, but it is now possible for all 
of us to install the new improved Behr oil 
cooler, like on the newest Porsches, on our cars. 


Some of you may have seen the advertisements 
of Louis B. Pierlot for this cooler for VW and 
Porsche in several of the latest sports car maga- 
zines. The author is greatly indebted to Mr. 
Pierlot for promptly supplying all the avail- 
able information he had on this subject. Mr. 
Pierlot is not sure at present if he is the only 
U. S. importer of these Behr oil coolers, but he 
is certainly the first to let us know about them. 


On page 14 of the August issue of Pano, a 
factory bulletin was printed which boils down 
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to the fact that there are two sizes of hard 
soldered oil coolers for the two type Porsche 
crankcases which replace previous soft soldered 
types. The newer VWs now use a hard soldered 
oil cooler of their own manufacture which re- 
places the soft soldered type on all models. 
VW too, have enlarged some of their oil pas- 
sages but not the openings to the oil cooler. 


As many of you know, the Porsche firm does 
most, if not all, of the development and pro- 
totype work for VW. Behr is a large radiator 
manufacturer in Germany who makes practi- 
cally all of the radiators used on German water 
cooled autos and trucks. Porsche has now 
adapted the Behr cooler but VW did not, pos- 
sibly because of the large number they would 
need which would make the manufacture of their 
own more practical and less expensive. The new 
hard soldered VW cooler looks much like the 
older model, except that it is painted black. 
The Behr cooler is metallic in color and instead 
of flat tubes of narrow width, consist of eight 
very wide flat tubes. Each tube is the whole 
width of the cooler and each side contains many 
small indentations or depressions in an irregular 
pattern to cause the oil within to flow in a tur- 
bulent manner for better cooling. The Behr 
cooler is copper brazed in a protective gas fur- 
nace at 1200 degrees C. It is said to withstand 
200 degrees C and vibration well. The fact 
that Porsche uses it on the “Newy” ones speaks 
for itself. 


The author ordered one before Mr. Pierlot 
had even gotten them through customs and has 
now installed it on his 1954 two piece engine. 
It is possible that some early three piece cases 
may have oil cooler holes like the two piece 
cases; if so, the VW type Behr cooler is the one 
you need. The Behr cooler for the VW and 
two piece Porsche cases sells for $13.45. The 
one for later Porsches-with larger oil holes sells 
for $22.00. If you own an early three piece 
engine and want to install a Behr, better check 
your engine number with those listed in April 
PANO, it will tell you which you need. This 
brings up one advantage with owning an older 
Porsche; it is more prone to earlier breakdown 
in certain places than the newer models, but 
when VW parts can be used, it is also less 
expensive. 


The author has just installed the VW model 
of this new Behr oil cooler on his 1954 Porsche, 
which has over 50.000 miles on it and is over- 
due for an oil cooler failure. Without summer 
weather, a full report on what it does to oil 
temperature cannot be given but it can be said 
that the oil temperature runs between 10 and 15 
degrees C less than before. 




















If you own a Porsche with a soft soldered 
oil cooler and plan to keep the car and drive 
it hard next summer, you may be interested in 
the job of installation. It is easiest done with 
the engine removed, in case you want to com- 
bine it with a clutch job and a few other things. 
One thing that is important is that while you 
are at it, you clean between the fins on the 
cylinders and cylinder heads. Grease, dirt, and 
other debris can cut down on the cooling effi- 
ciency of the air blast tremendously. Don’t 
ever apply exposed fiberglas or other material 
to the engine compartment or else a lot of it 
will be sucked in by the fan and clog the fins 
with terrific overheating. 


If you elect to replace the oil cooler yourself 
without engine removal, take the better part of 
a full day for this job. Here is a brief run 
down on the job. First, you must remove the 
engine compartment lid by removing four bolts 
from the car body, not the lid, so the fan hous- 
ing can be lifted off. Refer to the shop manual 
for more details and if you don’t own or cannot 
borrow a shop manual, don’t try it. On the 
Supers, you will have to remove the carbs be- 
cause of their size. The gas lines, choke and 
throttle linkage, and wires to coil, oil sender 
switch, and generator must be disconnected. The 
oil filter must be disconnected. The oil filter 
must be unbolted from the housing and 8 nuts 
of 10 mm size removed from the housing. The 
housing can then be lifted up and off the oil 
cooler, it will just clear the body. Now remove 
the oil cooler, and here the special 10 mm oil 
cooler wrench is almost a must. Clean between 
the fins with steam or hot water and Dunk or 
some similar preparation. Remove the old oil 
cooler rubber gaskets and replace with either 
the new improved VW ones, or the white type 
used on Porsches. Both are improvements on 
earlier types. Then go through the reverse of 
disassembly. With the housing off you can give 
manifolds and other bolts some tightening which 
they haven’t gotten before.

502.02.105. Starting with Super Engine P- 
81201, the plain bearing shaft, No. 546.02.111, 
is installed. 


In the past, we have made exchanges of de- 
fective Hirth roller bearing shafts complete with 
integrally balanced flywheel, irrespective of con- 
dition, against new or factory repaired shafts 
at $230.00 f.o.b. New York. Our stock of Hirth

Dear Editor: 

It is time someone said something kind about 
the Convertible D. I ordered a Speedster last 
summer for Stuttgart delivery and was naturally 
bothered by the price increase when the “D” 
was substituted. By then, however, I had the 
Porsche fever and decided to go ahead. It would 
be an understatement to say I’m glad I did. 


Some of my fellow members put roll-up win- 
dows in the same class as power steering. This 
seems unfair since power steering, automatic 
transmission, etc., alter the actual business of 
driving, which most of us enjoy just as it is. 
Items such as air conditioners add weight and 
subtract power which means reduced perform- 
ance. Roll-up windows have little effect on per- 
formance or handling. The new windshield and 
rear window actually make a positive contribu- 
tion to safety. 


There is no reason why a sports car need be 
uncomfortable or inconvenient. The Convertible 
D is no less a sports car than the Speedster as 
future racing seasons will prove. 


Brothers White and Rice should consider buy- 
ing one of the used Spyders now on the market, 
adding whatever touring equipment they deem 
necessary and detuning the engine slightly for 
a real wild street machine. This is probably 
the most economical way to achieve their objec- 
tive.

Dear Editor: 

In reference to the article on oils by John 
Markon and William Clarke, I feel that some 
important areas have been overlooked. All oils 
break down with heat and form varieties of gum 
and varnish which are deposited in the engine. 
In addition, oils leave a carbon deposit on com- 
bustion. STEEN C, while a superior lubricant 
in all respects, does not suffer from thege dis- 
advantages. It will not form any varnish and 
leaves no residue on combustion. As to its rela- 
tively high price, it should be noted that, under 
normal conditions, changing is required only 
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twice a year. Dirt in the lubricant can be ade- 
quately controlled with a by-pass filter. It is 
true that acids will accumulate, but this does not 
occur as rapidly as in oils since STEEN C will 
not break down. 


In the winter, STEEN C is particularly desir- 
able in that it has the viscosity characteristics 
of a 20W-40 oil. This means easy starting and 
proper lubrication at all times. At the same 
time, it has a higher shear strength than single 
viscosity oils and does not have shear weakness 
characteristic of dual viscosity oils. I have been 
using this lubricant in a Porsche for about ten 
months and have had good results. I plan to 
change twice a year, with about 15,000 miles 
per year put on the car. I have used the same 
STEEN C all summer with five races included, 
and find much better pressure characteristics 
than with petroleum oils.
